AN ADVERSE REPORT ON THE BILIG TO RE- 

PEAL It. | 


Wasutneron, D. C., June 7.—The adverse fe- 
port made today by the Oommittee on Civil- 
service Reform upon the bille to repeal the 
Civil-Service act says the committee has dfli- 
gently investigated the workings of the com- 
mission appointed to execute the law, and 
heartily recommend it for its intelligent and 
efficient administration of an importayt branch 
of the executive. The report then sets forth 
and reviews what is known as the “spoils’’ 
system of appointments, and continues as fol- 
lows: “Since the orgatiization of the Civil- 
Service Commission great good has been ao- 
complished in many directions, and a better 
feeling pervades the dominant public senti- 
ment on the subject of reform in 
the civil service, inspiring the hope

Clubs steadily increase here. There are twice 
as many now as there were at the close of the 
Civil War, ow to the rapid growth of popu- 
lation and wealth, and partially to the influence 
of English custome on the city. Clubs of a 
modern kind have flourished in London 
for the last seventy years, but most 
ot ours have sprung up within a quarter 
of a centdry. There they owed their 
origin to a desire of many educated men of 
slender income to econamize (the success of 
the United Service Club, formed by military 
and naval officers on hailf-pay; led to the es 
tablishment of others); but here econony has 
bad nothing to do with them. In truth, 
economy is not indigenous to American, par- 
ticular to Manbattan., soil, and cannot be made 
to thrive here.

Their officers and directors 
will not take the time and trouble to look after 
their affairs: consequentiy they get heavily 
involved.

A Vienna newspaper publishes particulars of 
an interview with M. Gounod, in which he was 
asked for information about the work upon 
Richard Wagner which he ie said to have in 
preparation. The composer replied at some 
length, and, while admitting Wagner's *“ great 
and manifold endowments, with his .eminent 
services to musical art,” he held that by his 
continual use of “ symphonic effects without 
definit form” the German master had carried 
his tendencies to the extentof heresy. This M. 


- Gounod proposes to. show in an article for one 


ot the reviews, which, however, may ultimate- 
ly take the form of a pampbiet. In this con- 
nection it would be interesting to inquire of M. 
Gounod why he attempted to follow the Wag- 
nerian method in the introduction of the leit- 
motif in his oratorio, “* The Redemption.” 

Verdi is hard at work upon a new opera, 
which at first he intended to call “ Iago,”’ but 
as that personage is @ secondary character it 
will probably be entitled “The Moor,” Sig. 
Beto is the librettist, and he has made many 
alterations in the old play in his endeavor to 
fit it for the lyme stage. In the last act Desde- 
mona is to sing an “ Ava Maria,” and then has 
a long and dramatic duct with Othello. After 
which comes the climax scene. The book has 
been in Verdi's bands for some time, but the 
opera will not be ready for perfo ce for 
quite a period, for the composer intends to 
make it the most important production that 
he bas given the woftid. Since Verdi altered 
his style in bis “Aida” and “The Requiem 
Mass” and followed more closely the new form 
of writing of the modern school, this forthoom- 
ing work can but be looked for with great in- 
cerest. 

Two cantatas by Beethoven have been dis- 
covered in Vienna by Herr Armin Friedmann 
in the papers of a Leipsic antiquarian, al) trace 
of which had been lost for nearly a hundred 
years. The works in questionare among the 
earliest of the great musician's, and were com- 
posed when Beethoven was living at Rome. 
One of the cantatas was written on the occa- 
sion of the death of the German Emperor, 
Joseph II., who died in 1700, and the other on 
the accession to the throne of hig successor, 
Leopold II., who reigned from 1790 to 1792. It 
Ys quite evident, therefore, that both works 
must have been written when Beethoven was 
in his 20th year. The authenticity of the works 
ia, say the most competent judges, beyond all 
question, and among those of this opinion are 
Herr Hanslik, the well-known musical critic, 
and Herr Brabms, the pianist, who, after piay- 
ing them over, exclaimed that, even if Bee- 
thoven’s name had not been on the score, there 
would not bave been the slightest doubt as to 
their authorship. The cantatas are written 
for an orchestra and chorus, with solo parts. 

Italian opera matters in New York are still 
unsettled. The Academy people have hardly 
cared, since the Wall-street furry, whether 
they have or have not opera next season; while 
the Metropolitan stockholders have bad their 
annual meeting this week and reflected practi- 
cally the old Directors without saying anything 
about the manager, or doing anything about the 
proposed improvements in the house. It begins 
to look as if Gye had given up his intention of 
coming to the United Status; at any rate he 
has aliowed his Italian company in London to 
disperse. Indeed, it will be bard for any one 
to get together a good company now, though 
Maurice Strakosch has hurried to Europe with 
the purpose of trying it, it is believed. He is 
known to bave engaged Christine Nilsson tor 
two years for a farewell tour, and gossipis now 
making him the next manager of the Metro- 
politan Opera-House. Meanwhile Mapleson's 
unpleasant relations with the Academy folks 
are likely, from present indications, to lead 
him to make his headquarters tg the West, say 
Chicago, and to limit his New York season to a 
comparatively few nights—in fine, to make 
New York part of that barbaric region, ‘* the 
pravinces,” to which New York papers are 
prone to refer with & pitying contempt for its 
ignorance.

the grand total at the close of the year.
